Puerto Rico 
Gains From 
Immigration 

WASHINGTON, July 2l 
fAP).— The U.S.' Census Bu- 
reau reported yesterday that 
a trend of several decades has 
reversed in Puerto Rico, where 
Immigration now exceeds emi- 
gration. 

The report, tho first on the 
subject since the 1970 coisus, 
showed tiiat overall. In the 
three years since the census, 
the Island indicated a net gain 
of 66,000 persons because 
those immigrating outuum- 
bei-ed those emigrating. 

In the decade before 1970, 
the emurratinn - immigration 
figures showed a net loss to 
the island of 20n,000 persons.

After Danger of War 


Israel Offer 
To Egypt 
Reportedly 
Broadened

JERUSALEM. July 21 iNYT». 
—Israel hAs offered ro wiilidraw 
to the easternmost lulls ol ilie 
Smai passes as part ol its latest 
package of negotiating proposals 
for a new interim agreement witii 
Eg.i-pt. senior Israeli officials said 
today. 

Tlie Israeli package, which was 
to be communicated in detail to 
Egyptian President An*A*ar Sadat 
today, includes a map depicting 
a new Israeli withdrawal line 
siightly to tlie east of the line in 
an earlier Israeli proposal, which 
was rejected by Cairo three w*eeks 
ago. 

However. Israel still wants to 
retain some “strategically un- 
portant points” in tlie eastern 
ends of the Gidi and kUtla Passes, 
the officials said. 

Israel also Ls ready to agree to 
have U.S. technicians man four 
electronic-surveillance stations in 
the passes area in addition to two 
manned by Israeli and Eea*ptiau 
technicians >andcr U.S. super- 
virion. The n.S.-manned sta- 
tions would be linked to the 
United Nations Emergency Force 
and would report their observa- 
tions to UN headquaners in New 
York, the sources said. 

Without Interference 

Earlier in the negotiaticus, Is- 
rael tod proposed that it operate' 
its own surveillance stations with- 
out interference or supervision by 
a tltird puty. 

Israeli officials seem hopeful 
tliat these compromises will ob- 
tain a broadly positive response 
from Egiiiat sometime this week. 
Although some diflereuees no 
doubt will remain for negotiation, 
the Israelis hope that the latest 
proposals will lead to another 
diplomatic shuttle by Secretary of 
State Kenr>' 'Kissinger to conclude 
a 'second-stage disengagement 
agreamem next month. 

The New York Times reported 
from Wasliington that Mr. Kis- 
singer today receired an initial 
report on tiie Egyptian response 
' to the latest Israeli proposals 
amid private predictions by UB. 
officials that the deadlock in the 
Egsrptian-Israeli negotiations for 
a new Sinai agreement would be 
broken. 

Robert Anderson, the State 
Department spokesman, said that 
the negotiations, tlirough U.S. 
mediation, -were ”v*ery intense and 
delicate” and that “we continue 
to hope that progress can be 
made.” 

He refused to give details on 
the report, to Mr. Kissinger, sent 
by the U.S. Ambassador to Cairo, 
Hermann P. Eilts. who conveyed 
the new Israeli proposals to 
President Anwar el-Sadat last 
night.

Washington seemed optimistic 
tliax the Israeli proposals, worked 
' out in The laat three weeks 
through intensive cousulTaiiou 
with ihc United States. ^* 011 ^ 
form the basis for an eventual 
agreement that could be complet- 
ed by Che middle of next month 
when Mr, Kissinger will probably 
return to the IVIiddle East.

Egypt’s Second Biggest Problem Is Money

CAIRO iNYTi.— After the issue 
of war or peace with Israel, the 
greatest single problem facing 
Prerideat Anwar Sadat is money. 

Bgj'pt is Mirwing very little hard 
currency. Yet, in order to make 
life a little better for its citizens 
and to stave off potential social 
unrest, the government is import- 
ing twice as much this year as 
it did last yeai*. In turn, the 
1974 imports were twice as large 
a.*! those m . 1973, 

More tliau $1,5 biUion is being 
spent annually on the import of 
baric foods like sugar, tea and 
wheat, which are then sold to the 
citizens at an average of one- 
tenth of 'the pwchase value. 

To end or even reduce these 
food subsidies would bring severe 
hardship to millions of Egyptians 
and disrupt the social and politi- 
cal fabric of the countrj'. creating 
a threat to the leadership. 

-Help From Abroad 

Recognizing the problem, the 
United States and other countries 
are trying to help. 

There are unconfirmed reports 
that Kuwait gave Cairo $500 mil- 
lion tills month. 

King Khsled of Saudi Arabia, 
who was here on a tills, signed 
a check before he left, as did 
King Faisal, his predecessor, 
whenever he came to Egypt. 


The King ended his visit Sun- 
day aith ' a S600-mlHion loan to 
Egypt. A communique said the 
cr^lt would be placed in the 
E^ptian Central Bank to sup- 
pm the ailing economy. It 
brought to more than $ 2,6 billion 
the sum that the Saudis have 
given Egypt. 

A parallel aid effort is being 
made, under U. S. persuasion, by 
a group of 'West European coim- 
tries and Japan.

July 31 »AP.>.— A 
spokesman for Pan American 
World Airways said today tliat 
the company has beffl in- 
formed of any Irauia* decision to 
drop a S300-million proposal to 
finance the airline. 

An Irauia n National Airline 
official In Tehran 'was quoted 
yesterday as saying that Uie deal 
had fallen through. 

In Lexingtoa Ky., Iran's am- 
bassador to the United Stoles said 
today he did not think his coun- 
try had yet decided whether it 
will loan S300 mil'ion to Fan 
.American 'World Airways. 

Ambasssdoi* Ardashir Zahedl 
said he was not pessimistic about 
the talks on the loan. 


Tliese countries, unlike tlie 
Arabs and Iran, will nob bo giving 
cash but are discussing a pri> 
gram of “donor coordmation" 
under which each participating 
nation would grant Egypt long- 
lerai, low-interest credits to buy 
food, raw materials machinery 
and other nccessarj* Imports from 
the donor country. 

So far only West Germany is 
known to have given Egypt a 
lornial commitment to contribute 

to this program. Thus, the over- 
all amoimt is still in doubt, with 
estimates ranging from $1 bil- 
lion 10 S2 billion. 

Egypt's balance - of • payments 
deficit lor this year alone anil 
be about $3 billion, according to 
financial officials. 

Saudi .Arabia may contribute 
to the U. S.-sponsored program 
in addition to making an indi- 
vidual donation, other Arab oil 
countries are reported to be un- 
willing to enter the donor con- 
sortium because . they fear that 
the United States will take too 
much political credit for it.

Thailand and Laos liave disclosed 
tliat many of the traditional 
opium routes to Saigon are now 
closed. 

In addition, the lucrative mar- 
ket or south 'Vietnam nas also 
dried up in Che wake or the Com- 
munist take-overs there and in 
Cambodia. 

As a result, drag smugglers, 
parlicularly the Chinese, who have 
traditionally handled wholesallz^ 
and processing, have begun co 
look for new markets and sew 
conduits to the United States. 

"We arc seeing increasingly 
sophisticated operations here in 
recent mouths," said an official 
of tile U-S. Drug Enforcement 
administration who has been 
working in Southeast Asia for 
years. "There is more and more 
really high-grade heroin coming 
out of the hUls up north— 95-per- 
cent pure much of ft— and last 
season there was a bumper opium 
crop." 

Much 0^ this opium aud its two 
principal derivatives, heroin and 
morphine base, are now moriug 
through Thailand into Malaysia 
and through Kuala Lumpur and 
Singapore. Other lots are moving 
through Bangkok to Hong Kong, 
Singapore and Australia for trans- 
shipment to *he United States 
or for local consumption. 

“Saigon was a big market for 
raw opium," a Thai narcotics of- 
ficial said. “It used to come in 
there by the trawlerioad. But sow 
tiiac Saigon is closed off, the 
dealers are finding it is a lot 
easier to transport heroin or 
morpZiine base, and now more and 
more of chat is coming south.” 

In practice, 10 pounds of raw 
opium yields about one pound of 
morphine base or pure heroin, and 
tiie price differential is even 
higher— one kilogram <2.2 pounds! 
of opium in Burma or northern 
Thailand sells for about $150 
while a kilo of heroin sells for 
$3,600 to $4,500. 

And by the time that Icilo ar- 
rives in New York, its price may 
be $45,000 or more. Cut and pre- 
pared for street sale. It will 
fetch up to SSOOlMK). 

Increasingly, the producing 
areas prefer to ship heroin rather 
than opium itself. 

At least a dozen processing la- 
boratories have been set up in 
northern Burma, Tlialland and 
Laos. Although their equipment is 
primitive, sometimes using bi- 
cycle pumps for vacuum chambers 
and bamlmo for tubing, they are 
producing highly refined products, 
acetHTding to U.S. agents. 

Because Uie trade has become 
so highly developed, narcotics 
agents are making no effort to 
stop the growing of the opium it- 
self. 

“What are we supposed to do 
when we see an opium field up 
there?” an agent said. “Take a 
scythe and cut it down? We would 
be murdered on the spot. Besides, 
It would take an army to under- 
take a Job like that." 

Moreover, officials said that 
they still had no access to 
producing areas in Burma al- 
though the Dhibed States is re- 
IXfTted to he negotiating with the 
Burmese government to allow its 
agents to go there. It is in Burma 
that most of the raw opium Is 
being produced. 

As a result, narcotics agents 
have been concentrating on the 
smugglers themselves, their routes 
and contacts. 

Recently, the UJS. agency open- 
ed a regional office In Songkhla In 
Nortliem Thailsnd and it was 
there that agents b^an to detect 
new activity on routes leading 
into Malaysia. Officials said local 
entrepreocurs were turning to the 
large U.S. community in Bang- 
kok as sources for customers and 
couriers. 

Recently, a local newspaper 
disclosed that she drug traffickers 
who had been arrested while in 
possession of heroin had been 
freed by local prosecutors. 

Most of these were connected 
with Hoi Sc Wan. a Malaysian 
Cliinese who is under Indictment 
in the United States for tratisporc-

by the Commuihsc party chief, 
Leonid Brezhnev. President Niko- 
lai Podgoruy and Premier Alexei 
Kosygin, termed the flight “an 
important step" in Soviet-UJS. 
scientific and technical coopera- 
tion aud declared, that “its suc- 
cessful completion opens up new 
prospects for joint work dif- 
ferent countries in the peaceful 
exploration of outer space." 

In reply, the Sejm cosmonauts 
thanked the Soviet government 
and the Communist par^ for 
“tlie trust in us" and said that 
they were “ready to fulfill new 
assignments of the motherland.” 

The Soviet cosmonauts' final 
workday in space began tills 
morning as their 15.000-pound 
spaceship made its 94th revolu- 


tion ai'ouDd the earth. Col. Leo- 
nov and Mr. Kubasov began pre- 
paring for their descent, reduc- 
ing the cabin pressure and 
checking out the pressurized 
space suits they had donned. 

TJiey transferred from the 
orbital module into the descent 
vehicle and sealed the connect- 
ing hatch. On the 96th orbit, a 
ig4-secQnd blast on the reti'o- 
roekets cut the ship's speed suf- 
ficiently to drop it out of orbit. 
Tlie orbital and instrument as- 
sembly modules on either side 
of the descent veliicle were jet- 
tisoned. 

Ar the ship plunged into the 
heavier atmosphere of the earth, 
tlie cosmonauts advised the mis- 
sion control renter In Moscow 
tliat “the windows are blarksned. 
It’s hard to see anytlilng but we 


feel the work is going on nor- 
□laUy." Radio contact was cut 
off for a sliorb wlrile. 

Slightly more than sLv miles 
above the earth, the braking aud 
main parachutes deployed auto 
maticalJy. As the capsule floated 
earthward, it was spotted and 
followed by the small fleet of 
trsltmg heiicopCezw.

Greenland Vote Seen on EEC Rol^ 
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BRUSSELS. July 21 iIHT).— 
Tlie European Economic Com- 
munity. recovering from tlie 
trauma of .last month’s British 
referendum, .will face another 
possible defection from its ranks 
if. as expected, Greenland bolds a 
lefensidnm later this year on 
continuing EEC membership. 

Greenland, the largest isiwd in 
the world, with a populatkin of 
only 46,000, most of whom are 
Eskimos, Is part of metropolitan 
Denmark. Constitutionally, it has 
'the same ^atus as any other 
Danish region and has two MPs 
is the parliament in Copenhagen. 

But is to change soon. A 
joint Danish-Gieenlaud report 
on the coimtry's future, to be 
published soon, will recommend 
that Greenland become a "self- 
governing uational community” 
with autonomy over Its economic 
affairs. 

Last week, the Danish zninister 
for EEC affairs, Ivar Norgaard, 
warned his ministerial colleagues 
that such a change-over could 
result in Greenland's departure 
from the community. 

He reminded them that when 
Denmark voted by a huge major- 
ity to join thy EEC, Greenland 
was the only part of Danish ter- 
ritory which declared itself 
agai^ membership — by a major- 
ity almost 79 per cent. None- 
theless. Greenland was bound by 
the overall Danish vote. 

The DsmiSb government has 
tried to make EEC membersliip 
an attractive proposition to the 
Greenlanders. It successfully 
argued that the whole country, 
even though most of it is under 
the polar ice cap. should be eligi- 
ble for money from the EEC’s 
Regional Development Fund. It 
also has negotiated special dero- 
gations in the SEC fishing policy 
lor Greenland. 

None of this has, so to speak, 
cut much ice with the Es^mos. 
Mr. Norgaard believes that when 
Greenland’s leaders in Godthaab, 
the capital, achieve their new 
status, they will hold a referen- 
dum on membership in 

which Greenlanders probably will 
vote the same way ss before. 

Greenlander.s can hardly be ex- 
pected to identify with ideals and 
ambitions which are generated in 
Brussels for the benefit of the 
French. Italians, Irish and other 
remote foreigotfs.

Kennedy was killed, according to 
a lormer While House aide, high 
officials. Including the president 
himself, conjectured that real or 
alleged U3. involvenent in for- 
eign assassinations could provoke 
similar conspiracies here. 

"If we get into that, kind of 
thing, we’ll all be targets,’’ form- 
er aide Richard Goodwin quoted 
Kennedy as telling him in No- 
vember, 1961. 

“He wasn't talking .'tboiit peo- 
ple like you or me,” Mr. Goodwin 
said In an interview. “He was 
talking about chiefs of state, such 
as himself.” 

Mr. Goodwin said the conversa- 
tion with Kennedy took place at 
the W'hiTc House just two days 
after the president raised the 
idea of assassinating Cu'oan Pre- 
mier Fade! Castro In a chat with 
journalist Tad Szulc, then of The 
New York Times. 

Mr. Szulc has said that Ken- 
nedy asked him. "How would you 
feel if the United States a-ssas- 
sinaied Castro?" 

The journalist said he told the 
president it was a very poor idea 
and quoted Kennedy as respond- 
ing: "I'm glad you feel that way, 
because suggestions to that ef- 
fect keep coming to me. and I 
believe very strongly that the 
United States should no: 'oe a 
party to political assassination.'' 

Raised Question 

Mr. Goodwin, the president's 
chief adviser on Latin American 
affairs, said he was present at 
Che meeting with Mr. Szulc and. 
out of curiosity, raised the ques- 
tion with the president again a 
few days later. 

“I said it sounded like a crazy 
idea to me," Mr. Goodwin recall- 
ed, It was then, he said, that 
Kennedy told him. “If we get into 
tliat kind of thing, we'll all be 
targets." 

According to Mr. Goodwin. Sec- 
retary of State Dean Rusk was 
similarly apprehensire following 
the assassination of Dominican 
dictator Rafael Trujillo on May 

30. 1961. 

Although Kennedy personally 
ruled out U S. involvement in 
assassination shortly before ITu- 
JiUo was killed, Mr. Goodwin 
said suspicions of UB. com- 
plicity were raised because White 
House Press Secretary Pierre Sa- 
linger was the first to announce 
tbe dictator's death to The irorld. 

"It was a disaster,'' Mr. Good- 
win recalled. The Dominicans 
did not announce IVujUlb'g death 
but Wasliington was immediately 
informed by a cable from U.S. 
Consul-General Henry Dearborn, 
who had been in close contact 
with local dissidents. 

The word was relayed prompt- 
ly to Kennedy, wlio a’as In Paris 
meeting with French President 
Charles de GauUe. Unaware that 
Trujillo's death was still a secret. 
Mi'. Salinger casually informed 
T-he press on the morning of Iklay 

31. 1961. 

Because of that. Mr. Goodwin 
said, “the Cubans thought Ken- 
nedy was involved. At least 
[Cuban Foreign Minister] Raul 
Roa did." 

Rusk Angered 

Mr. Salinger's announcement 
also pained officials in 'Wash- 
ington. “Rusk reall}' blew up." 
Mr. Goodwin said. "He told me, 
‘If people think we did anything 
to Trujillo, tliey might look at 
cliis as a license to go after Ken- 
nedy.” 

&£r. Goodwin also recalled a 
conversation with Kennedy fol- 


lowing the August. 1961. con- 
ference in PunCa del Este, Uru- 
guay. where the Alliance for 
Progress cliarter was signed by 
the United States and 19 otb?:- 
.American countries— with Cuba 
abstaining. 

Cuba’s Ernesto iChei Guevara, 
who was at tbe conlerence. 
noticed Mr, Goodwin smoking a 
cigar, Guevara told an Argen- 
tine delegate “he'd bet I wouldn't 
smoke a Cuban cigar.” ^Ir. Good- 
win said he told tlie delegate he 
would if he could get any. Gue- 
vara responded through an in- 
termediar.v with a box of .iO 
Havana cigars ‘'inlaid with a 
Cuban seal.” 

“It had a handwritten card in 
ic from Che," Mr. Goodwin re- 
laxed. “It said, in Spanish: 
‘Since I have no greeting card. I 
have to write. Since speaking to 
an enemy is difficult. I extend 
my hand.’ " 

Mr, Goodwin brought the 
cigars back to Washington and, 
he said, took the box to the 
pre.^ident. 

“He took one out and starred 
puffing on it," .Mr. Goodwin said. 
“Then he looked ai me and said, 


‘You shouid have smoked ths 
firs: one.' "

"I never saw a case that I 
thought was more completely 
proven than . . . the assassina- 
tion.” he said In a television 
inteiv'iew with newsman Eric 
Sevajeid. 

Mr. McCloy. one of seven

CIA Inquiry Aides Say Staff 
Was Rushed on Investigation

TV.ASHINGTON. July 31 iWPi. 
— Several staff members of the 
Rockefeller commission have in- 
dicated chat Che commission felt 
itself horribly rushed on many 
phases of he investigation into 
iliegaJ activities of the CLA. 

Their views came to light during 
questioning about a.oparent dis- 
crepancies between wlmt the com- 
mission liad to say about tbe 
CIA's testing of LSD on unsus- 
pecting subjects and what some of 
those involved have bad to say in 
tlie five weel» since the report 
was made public. 

“There was no effort to white- 
wash in the Rockefeller report but 
it was a huny. hurry job.” said 
Peter Clapper, who handled the 
commission's public relations. 

Mr. Clapper said that if the 
news media continue to probe 
into CIA activities, more dis- 
crepancies will probably come to 
light. 

‘Major General Problems' 

"But," he said, “I tiunk It's true 
chat the major general problems 
41d surface and the LSD problem 
was one of them.” 

The commission's report did not 
say who was responsible for the 
LSD testing program 19 19SS in 
which a subject, civilian biochem- 
ist I^Qk Olson, died. Nor did tt 
.«ay who was responsible for or- 
dering destruction of That pro- 
gram's records in 1973. 

It said two CLA employees were 
reprimanded as a result but did 
no£ reveal who they were. 

A commission attorney who 
asked not to be identified said 
the I£D investigation was prob- 
ably the most frustrating to 
work on, because the records bad 
been destroyed. 

The man believed to have been 
directly in charge of the LSD 
testing program. Sidney Gottlieb, 
a 56-year-old biochemist, retired 
from the CIA in 1973 and is now 
Uving in India, commission 
sources said. 

Robert Olson >‘no relation to 
Frank Olsoni, a Kansas City 
attorney who helped investigate 
the LSD testing program, said 


“There is apparently a conflict 
on the matter of who ordered 
destruction of the records. It 
was not a matter that we at- 
teoipted to resolve. ' 

The commission got two memos 
from The CIA. he said, one "ap- 
parently indicating that Gottlieb 
someiiow recited that he had 
been instructed to destroy the 
records. There was a conflicting 
memo Indicating he had initiated 
the destruction." 

Ml-. Olson said he does not 
like the way the news media 
liave been pursuing the story 
since the report was made pub- 
lic June 16. 

The CLA itself recognized “a 
good time ago" that such testing 
was “an unacceptable practice, 
and ordered it stopped," Mr. Ol- 
son said. 

“. , . You're engaging in a lot 
of Monday morning moralizing . . . 
1 tiilnk .vou're getting the public 
stirred up about the agency, 
making the agency appear to be 
a devlUsh institution.”

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The Road to Idi Amin 


Ministers of the Organization of African 
TJnity have been meeting to pave the way 
toward that group's annual summit, which 
Will take shape shortly in the capital of 
TJganda. But the road to Kampala leads 
also to President Idi Amin, who. as host, 
would be offered the chairmanship of the 
OAU for the ensuing year. And Idi Amin, 
for many Africans, is a problem. 

Africa has many problems. There is the 
question of the wlilte enclaves in South 
Africa and Rhodesia; of the civ'll war 
— between blacks — as the Portuguese prepare 
to leave Aiigloa; of many points of friction 
witliin the existing African states, like the 
Somali separatist movement in Ethiopia 
and ideological or tribal rebels in many 
regions. There aie also contests between 
Russian and Chinese Marxists 'Angola is 
a case in i>ointi and a more persuasive dif- 
ference between the Arabs, who find .<;upport 
in many black Moslems or buy it from 
others, and those who fear their Influence 
as a new form of colonialism embittered by 
memories of an old slave* trade. 

And, of course, there are those basic prob- 
lems which haunt so many Africans— of 
building new, practicable states out of 
ancient colonies and societies, of using 
resources wisely in trading with the world, 
of feeding populations plagued by droughts 
and rising birth rates. 

For an objective view of these problems, 
and leadership toward ttieir solution, few 
would find Idi Amin a plausible leader. For

one thing, as a Moslem with close ties to 
the radical Moamer Qadhafl of Libya, he 
represents one side of the potential Arab- 
black confrontation.

In 1075, as hi 1972. the Soviet Union Is 
making huge purchases of UH. grain, par- 
ticularly wheat. The* protests that have 
already been voiced in the United States 
against these purchases reveal that the 
bitter consequences of the 1972 deal have 
not been forgotten. Those earlier Soviet 
purchases had been made secretly and at 
ridiculously low prices which were expen- 
sively subsidized out of the federal Treasury, 
and therefore by the US. taxpayer. 

Those who welcome the latest round of Sov- 
iet grain pmchases. like Agriculture Secretary 
Butz, argue that the present situation is 
quite different. This is no secret raid on 
the UH. granary, but more nearly a series 
of commercial transactions in which Moscow 
Is paying a market price reflecting current 
auppiy and demand conditions. The Scriet 
purchase:;, it is held, are helping Improve 
the U.S. International balance of payments, 
while tliey are aiding farm income. Grain 
prices are not plunging as they were ex- 
pected to do in the light of prospects for 
record U.S. har^'ests this year. But the 
record han'ests anticipated here this year 
are still mostly statistical projections on 
paper. They could be reduced sharply by 
unexpected bad weather — excessive rains 
have already damaged crop production in 
teveral states. 

But even assuming that the United States 
enjoys record harvests this year as predicted, 
there are still ai least two serious questions 
policymakers in Washington — tu the State 
Department as well as in Agriculture — need 
to ponder. The first is the present assump- 


tion in Moscow that It can be a highly 
capricious participant In the UH. grain 
market, one year buying 10-20 million tons 
— as In 1972 and apparently this year — and 
another year buying little or none. The 
magnitude of Soviet purchases so far this 
decade suggests that Moscow — which boasts 
its planned economy looks ahead— ought to 
be willing to conclude a long-term trade 
agreement with the United States in which 
it would buy. say. at least three million tons 
of grain a year here, stockpiling it when 
It is not needed, so that UH. fanners do 
not suffer a feast or famine roller coaster 
from highly variable Soviet purchase 
patterns. 

The second and even more serious problem 
arises from the Soviet-encouraged tendency 
of other countries to try to form cartels 
whose aim is to raise prices for raw materials 
and foodstuffs on the pattern of OPEC. Tlie 
US. government has made it clear that it 
has no taste for using hunger as. an eco- 
nomic or political weaixm. But if OPEC's 
price gouging Is duplicated in an Increasing 
nizmber of essenti^ commodities imported 
into this country, there win be great political 
pressure to try to set monopoly prices on 
wheat and com to match the monopoly 
prices charged Americans for oil or copper 
or cocoa. Moscow might yet be convinced 
that it has an interest in discouraging raw 
material cartels In the Third World, If it 
wishes to continue to benefit from tree- 
market prices when it buys U.S. grain to 
help supply bread and meat deficiencies in 
the Soviet Union.

' week the first annivenajy of 
a greae occasion is American 
history, a transforming moment 
in our lives. One year ago Peter 
Rodino rapped his gavel and 
asked his colleagues to proceed 
“In goodwill, with honor and 
decency.** The country watched 
on television as the House Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary debated 
the impeachment of a presideot. 

The faces and the voices of 
those 38 committee members re- 
main very much with us. It is 
as Shakespeare bad Henry V say 
before the Battle of Ari^icourt; 
“TlUs day is call'd the feast of 
CrisiriaD . . . and fitl shall ne’er 
go by . . . but we in it shall be 
remembered.** 

And their words. Barbara Jor- 
dan of Texas: "My faith in the 
Constitution is whole, it is com- 
plete, it is total, and I am not 
going to sit here and be an idle 
spectator to the dimiimtion. the 
subversion, the des&uction of the 
Constitution.” James Mann of 
South Carolina: “Xf there be no 
accountability, another president 
will feel free to do as he cho^^s. 
The nest time there may be no 
watchman in the night.** 

Conscience 

For six nl^ts and days the 
Rouse Judiciary Committee 
wrestled with evidence and con- 
science and history. It voted three 
articles of Impeachment against 
Richard Nixon, charging that he 
had failed his constitutional duty 
to **take care that the laws be 
faithfully executed” by obstruct- 
ing Justice, abusing his power and 
igns^g the committee's sub- 
poenas. 

The proceedings were prolonged 
and contentious, but their very 
untidiness was satisfying in the 
end.

In light oi these facts, it is 
no wonder tluit Uie kind of pub- 
lic service mechanion that gives 
Washington or Downing Street a 
penuanaice of institutional effort 
that is both larger and longer 
than tlie life of any one chief 
executive, has failed to develop 
in Santo Domingo. Ukc the 
many men that have preceded 
liim. Bala^uer's first priority is 
to stay la power. His second is 
to krep the country solvent. 
Building a working state is the 
stuff of dreams. 

To biamc this on Joaquin 
Balaguer or on the United States 
is blatantly uniair. The onus 
mlgiit more approiwiatcly be 
placed on tlie Spanish, French, 
and eqjiecially the Haitians. Any 
student of Dominican history, in- 
cluding Juan Bosch, knows that 
It was the excesses of these 
latter countries that contributed 
most to this nation's unhappy 
legacy of chaos.

Bansel and Greiel 

For those who haven’t yet 
heard of her or don't believe in 
the legacy of Hansel and Gretel, 
the fear-insplrlng Teutonic leg- 
ends and the forest mytJiology, 
I can only say: Beware! The 
“Black Woman" Is on the move 
—eastward, southward and west- 
ward. 

After baiintlng motorists, police 
departments, newspap^ editorial 
offices in her native habitat and 
even involvx^ a whole team of 
Viennese parapsychologists for 
the past montiis. she . has now 
made appearances In Austria, 
Che Bavarian Alps and even here 
in Munich. 

8he is. so Bavarian state police 
officials insist, the product of an 
eveniag's yam-qiinning in a 
gasthaus in the little town of 
^yung. 

That is plausTole enough, con- 
sidering both . the traditional 
penchant for telling witch and 
ghost stories there as weU as 
tbe fact that Freyung's burghers 
have plenty of time to tell them. 

The town, located 18 miles 
from the Austrian and 12 from 
the Czechoslovak bord^, is one 
of West Gensany's more attzic- 
tive summer and winter vacation 
spots with almost as many hotel 
beds as It has citlzens- 

Vnemployment 

But it has been hurt by the 
ecouomic slump and at last re- 
port nearly 33 per cent of its 
labor force was unemployed.

The decree 
anthorizing them, it .said, was 
publislied In the government ga- 
zette on June 6.

under terms of tlie June 6 de- 
cree, the Daily Mail said, violatoi's

They say 
a black man may obtain a pass 
to work, say, to Johannesburg, 
but that his wile and childi'en 
may be denied peimission to ac- 
company him. Smne argue also 
that the police are too z^lous 
in enforcing the pass laws, and 
that' they constitute a majoi* 
source of black bitterness in this 
country.

Italy, 'Sick Man of Europe,’

ROME. July 31.~A year ago. 
Italy seemed at the edge of bank- 
ruptcy. "Italy In Crisis.” vi’orned 
newspaper headlines. And maga- 
zine cover stories asked: "Tlia 
Sick Man of Europe: Can Italy 
Survive?" 

International journalists de- 
scended on Rome and Milan to 
describe in detail a modern West- 
ern democracy’s financial dJso.'stcr. 

Yet today, despite last month's 
major Communist party victory 
at the polls, Italy has made a 
startling economic comeback. 

”A year ago, so ooc would have 
believed tiiis turnaround could 
have taken place so quickly," an 
economist said. “It can only be 
described, as remarkable." 

Chase Manhattan Bank's Darid 
Rockefeller has called the ti'ans- 
formatlon “another Italian mir- 
acle." 

While something short of mi- 
raculous, the economic about-face 
is imdeniably impressive, and 
reflects again the mysterious 
gjiToscope in Italian life that 
keeps tile beleaguered country 
from toppling into the abyss. 

Last summer, for instance. 
Italy's balance-of-payments deficit 
was running at the staggering 
rate of more than $1 billion a 
month. 

In the first half of last year, 
the deficit, "mainly due to the 
high cost of oil imports, was more 
than $6 billion, and a 12-mouth 
debt of more than $12 billion 
was foreseen. 

At the same time, the lira was 
weakening and the rate of the 
nationk inflation was approach- 
ing 25 per cent, ei’en greater than 
Britain's. 

In short, Italy faced its worst 
financial crisis since World 
War IL 

At that point, the nation’s 
politicians turned from their in- 
tramural quarrels to the coun- 
ty's bulwark of financial ex- 
pertise, Guido Carli, president of 
the Bank of Italy. 


Mr. Carli, who runs one oi the 
few Italian institutions that func- 
tion properly, insisted on a fum 
act of financial and monetary 
controls that included tight 
credit restriction.1, sharp import 
controls, restraints on the flight 
of capital, positive pressures to 
increase exports, a wichholding- 
tax package nud a curb on con- 
siuner spending. 

Tliese measures, rapidly enact- 
ed, worked sooner and more ef- 
fectively than most economics ex- 
perts believed possible. "We knew 
the Italian econom.v was respon- 
sive to monetary and fiscal pol- 
icies,” said an official at the Bank 
of Italy, "but we didn’t realize 
how sen.<iltive it was,”

The special meeting is expected 
to be held immediately after a 
July 16-28 conference here ilu- 
ishes amending the Rio de 
Janeiro . Treaty of Hemisphere 
Mutual Defense, which w.as in- 
voked 11 years ago to impose 
sanctions against Cuba. 

Diplomats reported some dis- 
agreement on whether the special 
meeting should be held in the 
Costa Rican capital or in TVtol- 
dod-Tobago, as desired by several 
Intin American countries. But 
they said the site will not become 
a major issue. 

The Rio treaty requires a 
special consultation meeting by 
loreigu ministers and a two- 
thirds mojorlty vote of che 21 

nations that signed the pact to 
lift the sanctions. 

But imder the treaty's rules, 
the delegates at tire San Jose 
conference can sit in as special 
representatives for their foreign 
ministers at the consultation 
meeting.

Today, the financial crisis has 
eased . off considerably: Italy's 
balance of payments is running 
at almost no deficit, despite the 
oil bills Italy must pay.

"is a downturn in the national 
praduction." 

Thus private investment has 
been reduced by the restrietiie 
credit measures, and Italy this 
year, for the first time iu years, 
may register negative growth, 
that is, a decline by from l per 
cent to 2 1.- 2 per cent in the gross 
national product. 

The Industrial plant utilization 
this year Is only 70.4 per cent, 
compared to 78.2 per ceut last 
year. And in real terms, overall 
production is down mare than 15 
per cent. 

Because of the productive slow- 
down which affects not only 
Italy but "Westem economies in 
general, unemployment has risen 
in Italy to about 1 million, about 
3 1. 2 per cent of the work force. 

High for Italy 

This does not seem high by 
standards in the United States— 
where unemployment is now 
running above 9 per cent— but, 
coupled with tlie estimated half 
million imderemploj'ed, the figure 
is unusually high for Italy. 

With inflation ou Uie decrease 


and the balance of paj'ments in 
equilibrium, experts here think 
tiiat Italian production will pick 
up toward the end of this year 
and share In the worldwide up- 
turn pi-edioied for next year.

NEW TORE, July 21 (NYTV— 
Foreign companies’ investment in 
JJJB. manufacturing facQicies, 
which ran at peak levdls in the 
1973-74 period, fell shaiply in the 
first half of this year, according 
to the Conference Board. 

The number ■ of foreign com- 
panies that announced new out- 
lays in the first half was 79, com- 
pared with 133 in the ilzst half 
of 1974, a report Just released by 
the nonprofit research group 
showed: The report is based on 
the announced ha vestment plans 
of riweign companies. 

Of the 43 investment projects 
announced for the second quar- 
ter of year, Japanese com- 
panies topped the list with nine. 
Six were new constructions, two 
were aequisitdons and one was 
expanrion of an existing plant. 

Other leading sources of in- 
dustrial investment were West 
Geimahy, with seven projects, 
and .Canada, Britain and the 
Netherlands, with six each. 

The most-favored industries 
were dlecMcal machinery, chem- 
icals nwri jam-Clectrical machin- 
ery. The chief sites were Call- 
fffinla (seven projects) and lUi- ' 
nois »•"») Pennsylvania (three 
each). . 

Apart from economic and 
finanrial uncertednties, the report 
indicated that a factor in the 
decline, of industrial investment 
from abroad may. have been 
measures planned In C tmg ress 
for regulation of such investment.

Oil Exporters' Surplus Cut 
At the same time, the surplus 
may be reduced by some $20 bil- 
lion to between $45 billion and 
$30 billion. ‘Die OSCD reiterates 
its forecast that, assuming no 
change in prices and not allow- 
ing for inflation, the cumulative 
current-account surplus of the 
OPEC state.s may amount to 
some $200 billion to $250 bUlion 
from 1974 to 1980. The surplus 
may begin to decline after 1980. 
By that time, the OECD visible 
and invisible trade with the oil 
exporters may be back in sur- 
plus. 

After setting a $20-bUlion 
deficit last year, the combined 
current accoimt of the seven 
largest OECD members was run- 
ning a surplus ol $10 billion, at 
an annual rale, in the first 
quarter of this year. However, 
this was temporary and due to 
a sharp drop in the imports 
spurred by the recession. 

Turning to a country-by-coun- 
try outlook, the OECD forecasts 
the UB. economy will be growing 
at a 5-per-cent annual rate in 
the final six months of this year 
after registering an 8-per-cent 
di’op in the first half. 

For all of 1875. output is fore- 
cast to decline by 3.7S per cent 
from last year. For the opeedns 
Six months next year, the gross 
national product Is expected to 
be rising at a S.23-per-cent an- 
nual rate. 

Unemployment Stays High 
Unemployment is expected to 
remain at around 9 per cent of 
the labor force until the middle 
of next year. Consumer prices 
are -seen rising at a 5,75-per'cent 
rate in the second half 
tliis year and the first half next 
year, down frmn an estimated 
8-per-<;ent rate for all of 1975. 

The trade balance, after show- 
ing a $2.5-billion surplus in the 
' first half, is exp^ted to slip into • 
a $2.7-billioa deficit in the final 
six months as economic activity 
picks up. The deficit is seen 
rising - to $325 billi(xi In the first 
half of next year. 

In 'West Germany, the GNP 
this year is expected to be 2 per 
cent below last year’s level. 
However, all of t^ shortfall 
should have taken place in the 
opening six months as output 
for the second half is seen run- 
ning at a 3-per-cent annual rate, 
climbing to 4 per cent in the 
liist half next year. 

Consumer prices 'Should be, 
liring at just under 6 per cent 
a year and the trade surplus Is 
seen at a new high of $22.6 bil- 
lion this year. The current ac- 
count, however, is seen slipping 
to an S8-billion surplus from 
$9.4 billion last year. 

Unemployment could remain at 
5 per cent throughout this year 
and the decline ne^ year may 
be very slow. 

Recovery in France 
Jn France, only a limited re- 
covery is expected over the next 
12 months and a “significant in- 
crease” in unemployment is like- 
ly. Economic growth this year is 
projected at 1 per cent, down 
from 35 per cent last year. All 
of the small' growth this year is 
expected to take place in the 
final six months of the sreer and 
by the first half of next yearthe 
gross national product is seen 
rising at a 2-per-cent annual rate. 

consumer prices are projected 
to rise 11.75 per cent this year 
but the increase late this year 
and early next year is seen run- 
ning at under a 9.5-per-cent anr 
nual rate. 

This year’s tade is expec^to 
show a surplus of $850 million, 
reversing the $35-biUion deficit 
of last year, but by next year the 
trade account is seen in balance 
—neither surplus nor deficit. 

The rise in consumer prices In 
Britain is expected to hit 22.5 
per cent this year, falling to an 
annual rate of 175 per cent in 
the first half of next year. A 
token 05 per cent rate of 
economic growth this year is seen 
rising to a 1.25-per-cent annual 
rate in tiie opening six months 
of next year. 

The t^e deficit Is put at 
$7.25 billion this year, an to- 
provement over .the $12.3-billion 
deficit last y^r. 

TTie recession Is seen ending 
In' Japan where GNP Should rise

The Dow Jones industrial 
average fell 757 to 854.74. Volume 
totaled 16.69 million shares com- 
pared with 16.87 million on Fri- 
day. 

The market began to turn back 
from its early gains following 
Flint National Bank of ChlcagCy 
q'oarter-polnt increase in its 
prime rate to 7 1^2 per cent, 
matcLiing First National City 
Back of New York. Most major 
banks recently moved to 7 1/4 
from 7 per cent. 

Brokers said that selling was 
also prompted by a sharp rise in 
Treasury bill rates. -Dealers at- 
tributed the increase to Federal 
Resen'e sale of Treasury bUls. 
driving prices down and fields 
higher. 

Pan American, one of the most 
active issues, slipped 3'4 to 3 1'4. 
Iran reportedly ha.s reconsidered 
its plan to aid the airline. 

Great Western United gained 
3 u> 45 l-'4 after a Jump of 11 3^4 
last week. The company said It 
does not ktiow why its stock is 
climbing. 

Eerox, tlie biggest loser among 
the most active issues, fell 2 1/8 
to 6a. Textron, wliich reported 
lower earnings, lost a point to 
23 3^4. 

Du Font, which had been up a 
poiat early in the session, showed 
a net decline of 1 1^8 to 122 7 8 
after reporting Sharply lower 
earnings for the second quarter. 

The American Stock Exchange 
index closed down 053 to 9554. 

On the over the counter mar- 
ket the NASDAQ industrial aver- 
age fell 0.43 to 92.J2. 

Bond prices finished up to 
half a point lower in modei-ate 
actirity. Dealers said final prices 
were at their lows for the day, 
as selling pressure mounted in 
the wake of tlie sale of bills 
by the Fed. 

The sale has the effect of 
removing reserves from the 
banking system, and raised ques- 
tions among dealers and market 
analysts as to the Fed's in- 
tentions. 

Corporate issues showed the 
largest declines, with dealers 


also reporting the market some- 
what concerned with the initial 
reception— a drop of 10 per i,cnt 
from issue price — accorded the 
Municiprd Assistance Corp. bonds 
at the start of free market 
trading today.

Brazil Suspemls 
Exports of Coffee 

RIO DE J.ANEIRO. July ‘Jl 
lUPIi,- At least 70 per cent of 
Brazil's estimated 15 billion 
coffee ti'ees have been covered 
by frost, and the Brazilian Coffee 
institute has ordered the suspen- 
sion of all coffee expoi'ts, with 
the exception of the soluble 
variety. 

The institute annoimced Satur- 
day that the export suspension, 
will continue in force until 
technicians can determine the 
extent of the damage caused by 
Irec^g weather in the three 
largest coffee-producing states: 
Parana, Sao Paulo and Minas 
Gerais. 

Camllio Calazans. president of 
the institute, said the 1975 irop 
wiU not be lost since this years 
harvest is already under way. 
But he said that 50 per cent 
Of next year’s productim could 
be lost. 

Meteorolagical eeperts predicted 
more freezing weather, which in 
tlie past few days has averaged 
Xh-e degrees centigrade below 

zero.

Amencans in Paris During the French

piBObl the earliest days of the 
” Republic. Paris has exerted a 
special fascination for Americans 
as a place to visit, to tarry in or 
to live. Tile city's sparkle has 
drawn and dassled all kinds, 
from men and women of serious 
mind to dedicated . scamps and 
those down on their luck and 
hoping for a fresli start. The 10 
years from 1785 to 1795 was no 
exception, as Tvon Biaardel's 
string of anecdotes suggests. 

The American colony in those 
years made up in distinction and 
disparity what it lacked in numr . 
bns. The distinguished, ofcoiime. 
Included Thomas Jefferson, who 
had ' a discreet hand in drafting 
tlie Declaration of the Rights of 
Ma p, an early il789» and rooder- 
are statement of the French Rev- 
olution's goals. 

No less distinguished, although 
le.--s polished, was Tliomas Paine, 
who couldn't speak the language 
hut sat as a member of tire Na- 
tional Convention on the 
strength of his revolutionary «»- 
titnentfi. until lus lack of en- 
thusiasm for regicide proi’oked 
his'arrest. Another luminary was 
John TrumbuU. the artist who 
came to Paris to paint from life 
the Frenchmen who had token 
part In the American Revolu- 
tion. 

Joe Barlow, a poet, was there, 
too. not to versify but to sell gul- 
lible Fansians land on the banks 
p[ the Scioto River in Ohio. The 
title was clouded, and the 
emigration scheme proved a <U- 
!»ster. but Barlow’s l.iTicIsni over 
the delights of Ohio was more 
enticing Hian Franklin's earlier 
warning that America was ‘‘in no 
way what the French call a 'land 
of plenty' where the streeto are 
paved with loaves of bread, the 
houses covered with omelets 
sDd where already roasted 
chickens fly about crying 'Eat 
me!”' 

Barlow was a successful sales- 
man because many Frenchmen 
then felt a strong sentimental at- 
tachment to Americans. They 
were regarded as exponents of 
liberty. Uie ideal of the first 
years of the French Reiolntion. 
and they could do verj' little 
wrong. 

Tli5s attltode smoothed the way 
for John Skey Eustace of New 
Tork. who had risen to colonel In 
the Continental Army, to enlist 
as a staff officer in the French 
.Army. Eustace's military abili- 
ties were dubious, but he was 
welcomed because be. was an 
American. So it was. too. for 
Geoi^ Schaffner, who fought on 
the royalist side on the strength 
of his nationality. 

Bizardel has resuscitated them 
briefly, as he has William Short,

Two maneuvers that closely 
resemble each other are the R- 
la? play and the peek. Hie 
victim of the first often suffers 
from the delusion that he lias 
been subjected to the second. 
Tlie peek is. ol course, reprehen- ' 
sible. if it is an overt act, but no 
blame attaches to the player who ' 
sees a card unavoidably because 
his opponent foolishly holds his 
hand well over tlie table. 

Tjie X-ray play is one that 
seems to need a peek, but in fact 
is a result of logical analysis.

‘T'm coming over to call on 
Vincent." a man told Micluel 
OHehlr, the voice of sports on 
Irish television, "and see tf he 
brought the royal enclosure home 
with him." 

"He wouldn't dare take that to 
Tipperary." Michael said, and be 
woB right. "After coosidcrabie 
thought, wc decided to leave it 
where it k for another year," 
CBrien said when be was asked 
about it. 

This was at Ballydoyle, the 
O’Brien training base in the 
rolling, fertile country that the 
Irish, with their gift for under- 
statement, call tlie Golden Vale 
of Tipperarj*. 

We have notliing like this in 
America. Wc have big fat breed- 
ing farms in Kentucky and Vir- 
ginia and Maryland but when an 
Ame.’-ican colt reaches racing age. 
he Is turned over to the trainer 
and spends all his days on the 
racetrack until he goes to stud. 

Ballydoyle is svrlcUy a tmla- 


ing farm where the horses live 
and ieam clieir iessoos until cJie 
day they are Co race, when a van 
takes them to the Curregh or 
Leopardstown or Limerick Junc- 
tion and brings them borne that 
evening. 

Limerick JuncUon, just outside 
the towu of npperary. is tbe 
course nearest to Ballydoyle. 
"Vou’U notice tiie railway ruus 
just beyond." Mrs. Jacqueline 
O'Brien pointed out one da.v. 
"Every evening the Cork lo 
Dublin roars past except on race 
days. Then it grinds to a halt, 
tbe engine driver climbs to the 
top of a coach with his racing 
glass and watches the firsc race. 
and Then tbe train goes on to 
Dublin." 

A visit to Ballydoyle goes a 
long way toward explaining how 
O'Brien is able to win major 
races with one-time starters. The 
"gallops" here offer every kind 
of footing a horse can run on. 
from a cinder track for rainy 
monbngs to a replica of the 
English Derby course at Epsom. 
Side by side on one course are 
three strips of turf— one of or- 
dinary grass providing firm 
going, one fertilized with peat to 
produce a springy cushion and 
one of half-peat that is some- 
where between the two.

“What reaction do you get from 
a person who has been cited?” 

“Most people sa.v. ‘Oh. Tm ter- 
ribly sorry.’ A few might protest 
the dog was walking behind him 
and he hadn't noticed it, and 
once in a while they'll say. 'Why 
aren't you ever here when Stover's 
dog fouls?' " 

"A dog-lover would turn in bis 
neighbor?” It was my turn to be 
shocked. 

‘Tm afraid so." 

One of Mr. Parr's biggest prob- 
lems is that he is the only one 
in the borough authorial to 
catch dogs fouling the walks. 

"Most of the offenses." he told 
me, "take place at 7:30 to 8:30 
in the morning and then In the 
evening at .<uinset. 1 work from 
8:30 to 4:30 so I have to get up 
early on my own time if I want to 
catch many dogs in the act. Or 
stay late in the erening." 

“When you follow a person and 
a dog. how can you be svire the 
dog will break the law?" I asked 
him. 

"You have a sixth sense about 
these things,” Mr. Parr replied. 

When a person is cited, the 
town clerk then decides whether 
to bring the case to trial. Most 
people. Mr. Parr said, plead 
guilty and throw their dogs on 
the mercy of the court. The fine 
could be as much as 340. but the 
person, unless be has a compul- 
sive dog-fouler, is nev'er fined 
more than S5 or SIO. 

Camden is considered a high 
dog-density area and yet Mr. Farr 
has never lost a case. 

He also has never been bitten 
by a dog or an owner. It is 
t^ical of England that despite 
the dangers Of his profession, 
Mr. Parr does not carry a gun. 
Yet he performs one of the great- 
est services known to mankind. 
If New York dty only had 10 
tall men like him.

Christina Onassis 
May Be Wed Today

I^TEW YORS.— A UB. Catholic Conference caseworker at the 
Camp Pendleton Refugee Center in southern Caiifomia 
took a call from a potential sponsor in Newport Beach, Calif., 
and began Jotting donn the information an a form: 

‘•Mrs. requests a housekeeper-babysitter for 

her two girls, aged 2 12 and 3 1. 2. Wants a woman 30-40 .vears 
old. Must speak some Bnglisb. Must be single. Will provide 
room and board and salary of S4ii a week.” 

An agency official glanced at the form and scowled. “What 
do some of those people think the Vietnamese are?” he said 
angrily. "She wouldn't dare make that .kind of offer m an 
American.” 

Halleck Rose, director of the International Rescue Com- 
mittee team at Camp Pendleton, took a call from a woman In 
Huntsville. Ala., one day. .As he recalls it: "She said. 'Mr. Rose. 
I'd really like co help out the refugees. lYe got this big house 
with 18 rooms. I'd love to have a number of young Vietnamese 
girls who are single. They could live here and I'd provide jobs 
for them.* “ 

"I resisted the temptation to ask her what sort of a house 
she was running." Rose said, "and simply told her 1 had families 
to relocate not single girls." 

To Judge by the majority of sponsorship offers coming Into 
the refugee centers, tlie quality of American compassion is some- 
what strained by opportunism. To be sure, many come with no 
strings attached, from people of modest means and generous 
instinct.s. "I can promise you all the help we can manage and 
a lot of love.'’ Mrs. J. O. ThompsM assur^ Tran Chlnh True, a 
refugee doctor, when he called her from E^Un Air Force base in 
Florida for the third time to m-ake sure he a*ss really welcome 
in her Orlando. Fla., home. “There are man.v unselfish offers." 
says fl'ank Reiss, director of the Hebrew Immigrant Aid Society 
Operation at BgUn. "We get many calls of the kind where they 
say. ‘I have a S12,000 Income, a house with an extra bedroom and 
three beds for a refugee fauxil.v.' " 

But by far the gr^aitsi number of calls come from people 
•eekiJig hovisehold servants or cheap labor or single girla— "sweet 
young things for marryins." as one agency worker puts it. 
Usually it is easy enough to spot those with less than humani- 
tarian mtentions. sod their applications go right in the near^t 
wastebasket. 

But often enough, self-seekmg sponsors get what they're 
after and the results can be unfortunate for the refugees and 
embarrassing for the agency officials. In- Miami, one sponsor 
was found to have lied on the financial statement that he sub- 
mitted to obtain two refugee brothers from Eslin. ^t turned out 
that he was unemployed, and be was using the two brothers to 
help him soitcib funds from other Vietnamese for a fictitious 
refugee or&e.nlzarion. The Catholic Coufereuce. which had 
arranged the sponsorship, was obliged to put out an advisory to 
voluntary agencies in Miami urging them to warn their refugees 
about the phony solicications. 

At Pendleton, a young, single male was somehow pei*miitcd 
to sponsor a 23-year-old Vietnamese woman. "App-Arently there 
was a foul-up in the camp processing center." said a caseworker 
at the resettlement office in Los Angeles when the error was 
discovered. ‘'This never should have happened. I have a feeling 
this case Is about to blow up m our faces." 

The next day. the girl called, near hysteria, to say she was 
having "problems with her sponsor; he was 'making advances.' ” 

The caseworker reassured her on the phone: "Mi‘. — 

cannot make you be a bad girl." l<ater the resettlement office 
arranged for her to be taken from her amorous sponsor and put 
up ax temporary Uilng quarters to await a new benefactor. 

There is a standing order at t-be camps that refugees are 
not to be allowed back In once they have left. If a sponsorship 
falls to work oiit for one reason or another, the refugees are put 


up m a motel, a church hostel, a Salvation Army shelter— any 
place where ttiev can be housed until new airangenients are 
made. But their* stories have a way of getting back to the camps 
an.vway. 

Last month, for example, two refugee families, incl-adlng a 
month-old in/.nnt and a lieutenant-colonel 'who load lost one arm 
and one leg in the war. were found living in an isolated traUcr 
in an orange grove outside Oriundo, with no electncity. running 
water oc toilet facilities, and no mean# of ti'anspoi't. They had 
been put up there b.v a woman who was rejected for sponsorship 
on her first try by the Catholic Conference, and then made a 
successful application through the Church World Service. 

Apparentl.v she had e.\*pected the refugees to shai-ecrop 20 
acres of hay and oranges and pay her a rental of S168 a month. 
But after installing them in the sweltering trailer, she had given 
them little more than a rifle to protect themselves and a pep 
talk on learning to get ahead the American w.iy. Eh-eutually. 
an Orlando newspaper rescued the two families and look m-er 
their sponsorship, but not before the story had received wide 
publicity. Weeks later. rAher refugees at Eglin were still men- 
tioning'-’the people in the trailer” as they nervously questioned 
sponsorship offers. 

Part of the difficulty is that church and voluntary agencies 
have no uniform procedures for checking out sponsors, and lew 
have the facilities to ccmduct follow-ups once the refugees have 
left camp. 

Sometimes the problem# srise clirough apparent misunder- 
standings. Eglin ofiiclals got a call recently to pick up a young 
male refugee who bad been found panhandling near a hamburger 
stand in Tallahassee, Fla. When they came to renleve him 
from a flophouse where the police had put him up, he wa? 
sobbing, "My sponsor take aU my money,” he told tliem. "and 
make me work coo hard. " On mvesbigatii^. they found that the 
sponsor, owner of a ranrii near Jacksonville, had indeed taken 
the refugee's money, and added some of Ills own, to outfit him 
m the best ranch style boots, jean# and shirte — a sartorial blan- 
didunent the .voung Vietnamese neither had sought nor appre- 
ciated. Wlien tile rancher took off on a two-da.v business trip 
and left his sons in charge, the refugee took off. too, and some- 
how made his way to Tallahassee, on the opposite coast of Flo- 
rida >he was fuzcy on the decailsi. heading back toward Eglm. 
ft had become a tarnished sponsorship, in any uase. and tbe 
officials took the refucee m to-w to look for new arrai^ements. 

Some sponsors seeking domestics argue that it is perfectly 
respectable work in an honoirxble tradition for new immigrants 
They criticize ramp officials for what they consider tbe “cod- 
dlmg” of the reiugees. Ronald Strauss, a Miami attoniey. wrote 
a letter to his congressman complaining that Eglin caseworkers 
had repeatedly ignored hi# request# for a "houseman'' or “live-in 
domestic.” Fmall.r. through the Catholic Conference, he was 
able to sponsor Vuong Khan Minh. 2S. a wounded army veteran 
who had been a farmer and a policeman in Vietnam. 

Minh has been polishing floors, waxing the car. learning to 
fry eggs and mLv b’.ood.v niarys for something better than the 
mmimum wage, and according to Strauss he is quite happy in 
his work. "My wife advertised all over the country for a house- 
man." Strauss #a.vs. "We had a Frenchman once who drank all 
niu: boose. This guy is a smile an hour just having him around. 
He 3.nys, ‘You put tomato Juice in vodka?' We're teaching him 
. English and ail day he goes aroiiod sajing. 'Blawww-demaree. 
biawwa-damniee."' They have taken him on outings to Oisne.v 
World bought him clothes, and plan to put him through school. 

"Wliy sbciildn'i they take jobs like this?” Stvmiss ask-s. 
“My bookkeeper was a Cuban refugee a*ho used to teach school 
and she worked as a maid in a hotel for a year when she first 
o.'im'' here Just because thme people are from the upper middle 
cla.sa. are we supposed to say. ‘So, fine, well f^ie .vou food and 
cloUilng and shelter till you get an upper-middle-class Job'?"
